stretcher. When. Blade looked 
his way, the officer smiled and 
nodded....just, a ^ casual 
reminder that he was there. 

With the bleeding and vital 
signs under control, the officer 
and: two nurses accompanied 
Blade across the hall to the 
Radiology Department. He was 
to have an emergency arteri- 
ogram; these pictures of dye in 
the leg arteries would reveal 
the nature of the arterial 
injury and help determine 
what corrective measures 
would need to be accomplished. 

Back in the ER, Cortez 
attended. to an elderly man 
with chest pains.

Trauma is the leading ca cause 
of death in persons one to 35 
years of age.

measure hurricane forces on homes

Аз the hurricane churns towards land, 
researchers fan out into evacuated coastal cities 
іп {һе storm’s path, setting up equipment that 


. could provide vital new information on nature's 


most powerful storms. 


It sounds like a sequel to Twister. But the 


scene will become a reality this summer, when 
engineering professors and students from three 
universities, including the University of Florida, 
launch a project to learn more about how hurri- 
cane-force winds affect houses, 

The goal of the Florida Coastal Monitoring 
Program is to measure wind speeds, sources and 
pressures on houses retrofitted for hurricane 
preparedness. Researchers want to learn how 
effective the retrofits were, how to design more 
hurricane-worth homes ahd whether building 
codes are yp to snuff. They also want to gather 
information about low-altitude wind speeds and 
directions in hurricanes, data that is largely 
unavailable today,.they say. 

Clemson University in Clemson, S.C., is lead- 
ing the project, with UF and ‘Florida 
International University participating. Tim 
Reinhold} a Clemson associate professor of civil 
engineering, said the research may shed light оп 
what has become а hotly contested issue: С

Kurt Gurley, a UF assistant professor of civil 
engineering, said researchers will track hurri- 
canes, then work with meteorologists to deter- 
mine the most likely landfall. ! 

When а hurricane appears about two days 
away from southeast Florida or the Panhandle, 
two teams of researchers will lóad up equipment 
in vans based in Gainesville, then deliver and 
install it in the prepared houses in the hurri- 
cane's path, Gurley.said, | i 

The equipment includes instruments that 
measure wind speed, direction and pressure and 
computers that collect and interpret the data for 
each home. As many as 20 Frisbee-sized discs 
placed on the homes’ roofs will hold many of the 
instruments, he: said. "They're going to tell us 
how strongly the wind pushes and pulis on the 
home," he said. 

Shortly before the hurricane strikes, when 
résearchers have.a more definite idea where ti 
will make landfall, they plan to deploy at least 
one large trailer with several monitoring instru- 
ments directly in the storm's path. “We'll instru- 
ment the houses, and as we learn more about, 
where the storm.is going we'll put the trailer in 
place," Reinhold said. s `

Heat exhaustion typically 
occurs when people exercise 
heavily or work”in a warm, 
humid place where body fluids 
are lost through heavy sweat- 
ing.

This results in a form of mild 
shock, Thé skin will be cool and 
moist, and could appear to be 
either pale or flushed.

It is iffüportant to 
treat the victim promptly so 
that the condition will not 
intensify and become heat 
stroke.

on eating disorder indice tests 
(which test for eating disorder 
warning signs) bécause of per- 
formance and social pressures 
in their environment, like try- 
ing to maintain a lean body for 
optimal performance," she 
said. "These factors may in a 
sense, raise more awareness to 
the athletes, and they may be 
more conscious of what they 
eat and how they look." 

The most common symptom, 
Hausenblas said, is the "drive 
for thinness,"whích is marked 
by extreme dieting, fasting and 
a -preoccupation with .losing 
weight. Other common symp- 
toms are binging and purging 
techniques such as taking laxa- 
tives, diuretics and diet pills 
and engaging in excessive exer- 
cise. 

Hausenblas said some of the 
traits of eating disorders stem 
from qualities that also drive 
people to succeed in sports 


competition, such as perfec- 
tionism, compulsiveness, self- 
motivation and high achieve- 
ment expectations. 

"This is a very prevalent 
problem -іп athletics," said 
Marie Chafe, the executive 
director of the "Altamonte 
Springs-based International 
Association of Eating Disorders 
Professionals. “In fact; it. has 
grown to such an extent) that 
several universities are now 
implementing programs for 
their student-athletes to deal 
with eating disorders." 

Body dis

last few decades, which has led 
to a growing number of women 
with eating disorders. In fact, 
some studies have shown that 
about a third: of women 
between the ages of 18 and 24 
suffer from some degree of dis- 
ordered eating, Chafe said.

has led many women to change 
their self-perceptions. 

"Society's ideal fluctuates," 
Hausenblas said. “In the 1960s, 
it was a thin shape. Today, it a 
thin and fit shape. To achieve 
the ideal, many men and 
women try to lose weight and 
tone up and they begin to diet, 
which is the Nol 1 precursor to 
an eating disorder." 

For the most part, she said, 
sport participation has many 
physical and psychological ben- 
efits. However, in general, ath- 
letes aré reporting more eating 
disorder symptoms than non- 
athletes, particularly athletes 
in aesthetic sports. 

Further research is needed to 
determine if athletes are more 
atrisk than non-athletes for 
actual eating — disorders, 
Hausenblas said, adding that 
education of coàches and 
judges is the first step in 
awaren апа prevention of 
eating disorder symptoms.
